FAIRYTALES OF IRELAND

Collected In the Original Irish from the Lips

of IrlSa Story Tellers.

JAM. h JtrtmM Oirfls.

tTha fairy tales of Iroland nro looked on by
most persons, I suppose, ns moro whimsical
stories, somoof which woro Invented toamuso
pooplo, nnd all of which rofcrto superstitions
and qtlcor fanclos special to tho Irish.

Nothing can bo furthor from the truth thnn
such a vlow, Tho moro I look Into thoso talos
tho moro I nta conlncod that they nro of

origin nnd contnln elomonts ef serious
value. Thcso fairy talos nro stories which, In
a modern dross nnd in the spoclal fashion of
rural Ireland, give us Important fragments of
nsyslomnt l.ollofs touching futuro oxlstenco
nnd tho relations bctwoon this llfo nnd another.

This Koltlc system Is very nuclent: tho
to bo found in It nro ns prlmltlvo ns thoso

hold by tho Indians of Xorth Amorlco. In fact,
thoso beliefs nro n part ot that prlmltlvo sys-

tem of thought which undervarlous forms ex-

isted everywhere among men. a system which,
with nil its variety, was really tlio earao which
oxlsts yet ontlro among wholo races of tho
earth, mid. In various fragments, nmonc
others. Somo of tho races nnd stocks of
Amorlen nnd Africa possess this tirlmltlvosys-teu- i

of thought und religion unbroken.
Numerous nnd Important fragments of It

pxit In tho religions nnd literatures of na-
tions thn mobt civilized. Though nil peoples
retain pilmitlvo thoughts in some degree, men
Who uro least subject lo oUruueous lnlluences
preserve tho original Ideas of thoir race best
nnd longost. There are certain parts of Iro-
land whoro Keltic views of the vlslhlo nnd tho
unseen world havo been left without iittnek
almost to tho present day. In thoso parts tho
bollof in fairies nnd gliosis and In communion
of tho dead with tho living Is as vivid nnd real
In tlio minds of many pooplo as It can be. It is
mi unshaken conviction.

Tlio following uro some of dm points In this
fairy svstem. In n uro.it many, if mil nil. cases
of death mid sickness Infants unit voting people
uro removed budlly by the failles, nnd other
peisonsiiro substituted for them. The removed
persons, though supposed to bo dead or sick,
nro well In fact, mid nro taken to tho fairy
pl ices underground. Tho entrances to tho-- o

urn tho various circular embankments In Ire-
land called fortH. The substituted corpses mid
sick pen-oii- s mo tn.ido to resemble thoso

In such fashion .as to pass fur them.
Tho fairy world is onmpu-'e- d of the original

fairy people. Increased by nil those who havo
been removed to it from among men nnd

there permanently. Theio N continual
lnlorcourso und communion between the world
of tho fairies mid tlio world of men. nnd there is
ii legularbi stum of rules nnd observances by
which f liry favor may be obtained; .a neglect of
these Incurs disfavor, ns does any offonsivo net.

The nntiiro of tlio system is seen (dearly
enough fiom tho tales nnd from tho udiontiiYes
of thoso persons who havo been with tho
fairies nml havo n'tuineil. Somoof thoso havo
been punished, others rewarded.

One striking featuro of thisKeltlo testimony
to tho existence of n life which, though near, is
btlll very illstitft. Is its vividness. It is ns clear
.and confident as the tale of n traveller just re-
turned from a neighboring country.

The following tnlu gives tlio testimony of nn
eyewitness. Hint peotdo supposed to bo dead
mo living with thofalrles. ns in thn ease of tlio" bois und girls, men und vvomoii." who wero
walking mound enjoying themselves. Tho

A poor girl left Cahirclvcen onco to seek ser-
vice In tho country toward Klllurncy. Heforo
sho enmo to Klll.arnny Iid asked for lodgings
In a farmhouse, mid after eating supper she
took a broom and began to hiveop tlio loom and
put things In order. Tlio woman of thohouso
liked this, thought the girl might bo n good
servant, and asked would sho tako service.

"1 would indeed." said tlio girl. "I am
with)ou for n ouartor. and If wo

do not like each other then we can pair."
"Well," said tho woman. "I'll engage rou

for a quarter. I am glad you aro hero
tor n sister of mine, who llvos a mllo from
this, is sick and I'd llko to co to her."

Sol lone after a uicsboncerran to tho houso
and snld:
